Friday Jan.2, 1948 the chief dispstche sy of the WNYC raiiroad, Jack 
Farquer; who by the way is We : contacted ye editor. He had been 
told to call me by W9CKP, R. Fianders who hed started Jack in ham 
radio. Mr. Ferquer explained his trouble. The NYC railroad 
operates its trains into Chicago on trackage of the Illinois Central 
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railroad and must get clesrance in order to have an engine and crew 
ready to take the train on into Chicago. Due to icing conditions 
an estimated 1600 poles supnorting the telegraph system were down, 
Telephone communications were out too. To top it off the NYC was 
sending two sections or a train instead of one. That meent two 
engines and two crews would be needed or one train would sit on a 
siding cold with no engine to heat and pull it. With the above 
information Ye editor contacted W9CGJ, Charles Luger who immedi- 
ately went on the air snd through the Ind. Redio Net contacted 
WORNM in Homewood, Ill. who got the message into the IC tower. 


Contacting Mr. Farquer leter we found that his file showed the 
original message started at 6:34 Pi and an answer was in his hends 
at 7:50PM. That is operating. He elso told that WOFFG, C. H. 
Conway handédédadditional traffic on CW direct into Kennakee to the 
IC Railroad. 


This certainly showed the need of an emergeney coord nator who 
with the proper set up could make ham radio even more valusble to 
the nation,
